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In 1939 he rooelved orders from AAiiral CAHARIS to proceed to Finland 
as assistant Naval attache to Admiral von BONIN, naval attache to Finland, 
Estonia, Lithuania ajid Latvia, whose seat woe at HELSINKI. C* was | 

ioauod with a diplomatic passport* I 

His appointment was in fact of a dual nature, in that ha waa asst, naval 
attache, with his office at HEVAL, Estonia, and also acting as liaison officer 
between the 010/ and tho General staffs of Finland and Estonia, and as such , 
exchanging naval intelligence information and scrriiiig hla reports direct to * 
Berlin without the knowledge of the attache, Admiral von BONIN* 

Information received and exchanged only oonoomed Russia. 

As such he kept in olooc liaison with General SWENSON of the Finnish 
General staff and Oberst MASING of tho Estonian General staff, and so ! 

frequently travelled between Finland and Estonia. Of this side of C's 1 

activities Admiral BONIN knew llttlo or nothing, especially as his office ! 

was at REVAL* • 
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In order to build up e mdtablo orfymisation,, C. aided the pinna 
to organise a watch system along the ooant* o*g* t<» provide them with 
binoculars, long range photography equipment , etc* Tho information 
thus gained would he at the disposal of the CK7. 0- managed to obtain 
the various ltens required through the CKff, and such a system wj 
eventually organised and steadily built up throughout tho following 
years.

At the srxw tine Finnish and Estonian offioers wore sent to Germany

Towards the end of 1939* when the outcome of the war was obvious

escape to Germany* Amongst these were Oberst UASDXr (4un be got 
away at the end of the year), Oborst SAARSEH, Hptn.

In Sept* 1940, some two weeks after he arranged tho evacuation of 
the members of the Estonian General Staff, he hlt . i s clf was ordered to 
leave, as well as all other Germans* 

Soon after his return to Germany ho was ordered to Sweden os 
asst. Naval attache to Kept, von WIHLERT (who regained at Stockholm 
until the end), Bio aarve dual role applied hero too and O* exchanged 
Information regarding the Russians# chiofly naval natters with Oberst 
ApLEEKKEUZ of tho Swedish General Staff. Moot of this infatuation 
ceoe from a Finnish souroo# though not very vuoh progress was node and 
infacuatioa was scanty. luring his stay at Sweden, C* made some very 
useful connections, though at tho ocaont is not voxy willing to talk 
about then. 



On the outbreak of war with Russia, 0's value was quickly reallgod 
at Berlin, Ho was suraponed there end reoeivod orders from Ad m iral 
CL* JURIS to proooed onoe core to Finland os asst, attache to A d miral BONIN, 
but onoe again in the dual role* 

When the liberation of Estonia vas contemplated (the Russians still 
oocupled It) C* was consulted because of his largo and varied experienoo 
with Estonia and his valuable connections* It vas proposed to land a 
ooluntory body of armed and trained Estonians who in turn wore to 
organise partisan groups from the many Estonians who hod retired to tho 
forests during the Russian occupation* They woro also to bo equipped 
with Vf / T sets to main tain o examinations with Finland, ro porting on 
progressnade, of Russian troop concentrations and defences. In charge 
of this raid was to be Oborst KURG.

They woro issued with Finnish uniforms and small arms, end German 
wiroloss sets* A number of small craft were sooured, sufficiently 
flat bottomed to be able to ride above the Russian mines.

one that was widely publicised over tbs Goman wireless and in the press 

0. was decorated and bcoano known as an adventurer, a bam leader and 
organiser, whlbh had its re pe rcuss i o ns in his future career. 

24* During this tine, and until the end of tho year, 0*s chief interest 

lay with tho Estonians* Soon after the departure of the Rus si a n s he 
foresaw trouble aboad* The Estonians greet od tho Gomans with open 
arm end wero genuinely glad to sec tbca on Estonian soil* At the saoo 
tine they foarod for their independonoe* Rut, as tho Estonian 
govornuent rocolvod ropoatod assurances froa Gcnaony, Indeed frou Hitler 
hinself, and at another oooasion froa Hinder, when ho eeao to inspoot 
tho nowly recruited SS, thoir luuodiate policy was to put everything at 
tho disposal of tho nowly arrived Gcnaan Military go von iAont* But It 
was soon apparent to C. that the Military G o rerm e nt had no intention 
to koop their proalsos* C. was trusted by tho Estonians, his nano 1 

was well known in Estonia as a friend and ho now realised only too we 31 
how little ho o ould do to Justify this. Ihe newly appointed Bolohs-Cj » 
koraissar was 10S3B (see report 032/B/2?) Estonia being only port of his j 
territory. He was a nan who did not know the nr* nine of the ward 
1 diplooooy 1 or 'tonosty 1 . Bis policy was that of & true Hast, i*e* to 
exploit the oocupiod oountrles to tho full and treat then os a slave 
nation* Boosted with recent suooeaees in tho East and Jest, they were 
now alrea dy orcrcoafidorrt and openly dodared that Goxncny did not neod 
any allies In the war against tho Bolshov Iks (Britain was as good as beaten 
already)* Tbs result was inevitable, Estonia was exploited to the full, 
their non sent either to Gcroany as slave workers, or to the front with 
Gcruon units, thoir rations cut to fill tlw Goman larder and laws created 
that shattered ell hopes of at independent Estonia such as Hitler had 
premised.

99 years lease for &RCOE) hit a nine off 
the Estlaodish coast and drlftod ashore. On board were soue 3000 Russian 
troops vivleh were being evacuated to LcKIlTGRAD end wore now interned as 
P..B in Estonia. C. was notified by tclcgrr-a and 1-ncdiately visited the 
cap wbero they uero being interned. His idoa was to tom a group of 
Russians fighting Bolshevist! and at tho sene tine obtaining froa thea 
as : Juch infarnation as ho oould, and possibly using soae who were suitable 
for special tasks. Thus ho -juste red all the Russian spencers ho could 
lay his hands on and proceeded to interrogate then* A suffioisnt amber 
was found ccongst then to fora such a group.

In tho beginning of 1542 C. received instructions fToa Adnird CAKARIS 
to assist and suparvicc in the building up and liaiso n of the recently 
installed Abwehr Nc#bnstello ESHAJflD ( subsidiary to Ast RIGA) which was 
oo rx icndod at that tine by Oborst Lt« HAITS2A and was later token ovor by 
Oberst VOGT. The reason for this assigrujent was again his knowledge 
of local oondltloJB and personalities* Here his position was unusual, 
in that ho oould not give any direct orders to HtfJS&i, yet hsd a free 
hand to uso any infaraation they obtained, and had access to their files. 

Later the ticbens telle beco; i o completely Independent end during 1542 C’s 
set ivi ties in Estonia were rapidly deercasing* 

In Finland his oh lef activity was tho ejeohanro of infnmstinn rrlth th« 

General Sfoff ,~arKl other oonnectioas that he built up in the post. 

Hero, his job was a great deal easier, ss the Finns both Insisted and 
mints ined thoir lndependonoe, and tho Germans had tho good sense not 
to try and enploy ttvo sane tactics ss in Estonia. 0. had nspy friends, 
amongst thea Marshall Mannerfaeiu, oany nenbors of the Finnish General Staff, 
Finnish officers end business usn. poabera of foreign legations etc. 

Ha was trusted by tho Finns, and obtained infomatlon easily and at tines 
was entrusted with information which ho was asked not to pass on to Berlin. 

In thi*,C. states ,hc always kept his promise. 

Also in 1542, 0. raceivod instructions from Admiral CAHAHIS to fom a 
KD? (Kriogs Organisation Finland). C. was to be the head cf this organisation, 
and at first the only other ocaber was his asstJ Lt.HQRH I see report 032/8/51) * 
This was to be purely an intelligence infornr.tidh service' dirootod against tho 
R ussians end working to an extent in oonjunotlon with the Finns. C. gradually 
built up this organisation which was ho states suocoasful in achieving its w 
purpose* Kot many ogonts were used, and those that were sent over never w 
achieved any startling successes. One of the most suoocssful branches was 
the Aufklaaningstruppe (roooo group) which consisted of a number of super 
trained skiers who, with 50 kdloe on their books voro sont off behind the 
Russian linos. Thoy wore experts in finding their way through the vast 
faro Bt a, and oanagod to cavar 30 kri in a day on skis. They were arced with 
daggers and sox> wore expert rifleshots. They wore sent out on definite 
teaks to discover Russian troop looations, oonoent rations, R,Q*s and troop 
uavaients etc. Often they ware away for four to six weeks before returning, 
and rarely oanc book without the required information. They did not uso 
W/T, oepoo tally as they were picked for their qualifications as skiers, • 
daring and ability to find their way through forests without being detootod 
by tho Russians, and as suoh woro not of tlw mentality of a 1 furkor 1 • 

(Brief Set up of K0? soo appendix A). 

Hero C. remained until July 1944., During this tine ho undo several 
trips to Sweden, ostensibly to uoJao private purchases* (there is core behind 
this, but C. has not been pressed cn this point). Also ho made several
